The foregoing list of 51 embraces all of the 
race mares during the past 40 years which have 
earned upward of $39,000 in stakes and purses in 
America. There are in the list a number of 
younger mares which have not had full oppor- 
tunity for service in the stud, but of the others 
we think the number sufficient to prove or dis- 
prove the oft repeated statement that great 
race mares and mares frequently raced seldom 
are prolific producers, and likewise the further 
statement that the produce of great race mares, 
as a rule, are of little consequence upon the 
Turf, except that occasionally their daughters 
become fair to good producers.

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CONFIRMED. 

N next to the last day of the session of the 
Kentucky Legislature, which adjourned sine 
die in the small hours of the morning of March 
21, and at which Governor Flem D. Sampson 
was divested of much of the power of his office,

pany of Kentucky, and Frazer LeBus, of Lexing- 
ton, large land owner and breeder in a small way 
of Thoroughbred horses, to be, as for the past 
two years, the State Racing Commission for the 
next two years. Messrs. Laffoon and Combs also 
own racing stables and each is the owner of 
breeding stock. 


This Commission’s acts during its first two 
years have not had the full approval of the 
horsemen and the racing public generally, be- 
cause some of those acts were at the dictation 
of the race tracks and for the benefit of the 
tracks particularly, and not for the benefit of 
the Turf as a whole. They have clearly played 
their part as politicians would play it. 

It would please the people who enjoy racing 
to have them play the part of sportsmen during 
the next two years and do some constructive 
things for racing and breeding. 

They could make a good start by declining to 
approve any save competent stewards and 
judges, and by granting license only to trainers 
and jockeys who are capable and honest. 


ENDING THE GRIND. 

HIS week will mark the closing at Jefferson 
Park and St. Johns Park, and Monday will 
see the last of the Agua Caliente meeting, so 
that with the passing of March will come the 
end of the long winter grind in Cuba, Florida, 
Louisiana and Mexico. 

Already the horses which were at Havana have 
moved north and scattered to various points. 
From Miami the cheaper strings, and some of 
the mid-grade performers, stopped at St. Johns 
Park, but the better horses traveled on to New 
York, Maryland and Kentucky. 

After the Fair Grounds meeting several strings 
were shipped from New Orleans to Maryland and 
Kentucky, but the majority of the horses remained 
for the racing at the Shrewsbury plant. When 
that meeting is over the horses will be divided 
between Maryland and Kentucky for the meet- 
ings opening at Bowie, April 1, and Lexington, 
April 17. 

From Agua Caliente many horses will go to 


San Francisco for the meeting to be opened at 
Tanforan on April 5, while others will remain at 
Agua Caliente or be turned out on the small 
ranches in Southern California to freshen for the 
meeting which is to open July 4 and continue 
until September 1. Some, however—the better 
horses—will come East for the campaign in Ken- 
tucky and Ilinois, and a few of the top-notchers 
will find their way to the New York tracks. 

The horsemen who did better than break even 
on their expenses at these winter meetings are 
few-——very few. Many the most of them, especial- 
ly those who were at Havana and Agua Caliente, 
had really hard sledding—harder than usual, it 
appears from reports coming in from _ those 
points. It was some better, though very little 
better, in Florida and Louisiana. 

It is the same every winter, but, we think, to 
a lesser degree in recent years than was the case 
this winter. There was an undeniable scarcity 
of money for sport, and this made harder the lot 
of such as “get by” on the winning of a bet now 
and then in addition to what the horses bring in 
through the distribution in stakes and purses. 

We hear good reports of aroused interest in 
racing in Maryland, Kentucky, New York and 
Illinois, and we are hopeful that conditions the 
country over will be such as to make this a ban- 
ner year on the tracks of these states, and of the 
Dominion of Canada as well. 


CHEATING. 

NE evening last week we had a visit from a 

trainer who formerly was a jockey. He 
was a good rider and he is a good trainer. He 
is a born horseman. His father before him was 
a horseman, and his entire life has been spent 
with horses; first with bronchos on the range; 
then with bush horses at the fairs and smaller 
meetings; next at the tracks in the West; then 
at the tracks in the East; next to the tracks in 
France, and finally back in the United States to 
race at all points, even in Canada, Cuba and 
Mexico. He has been everywhere on this North 
American Continent that horses run, and if there 
is a mortal on earth who is qualified to speak 
from the book of experience this man is. He 
shall be nameless here because of what he said 
to us and which we will now quote: 

“T thought for many years that cheating was 
justifiable, and I practiced my belief to the full- 
est. Finally I came to realize that I was: not 
getting anywhere; that what I gained by cheat- 
ing was not only little, but that it did not stay 
with me. I could not keep the money. It was in 
truth ill-gotten gains, and it had wings. I changed 
my system as I altered my views. I have not 
made much money since, but I have had the 
thrills which come to the sportsman, and I have 
been comfortable in what I have gained. 

“In a sense, I suppose, I have turned preacher. 
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Whenever I hear horsemen, as I often do, ex- 
pounding the doctrine that is contained in the ex- 
pression ‘the public be damned,’ I get right after 
them and try to show them that they are all 
wrong in thinking that the public has no rights 
in what they call ‘our sport’ and ‘our affairs.’ 

“To all such I say: ‘Who makes it possible for 
you to have this sport? Is it not the public? 
To be sure, it is the public. Who pays the money 
that you get by this sport? No, you are wrong. 
It is not the race track owners. It is the public. 
The race track owners must depend upon the 
public to get what they pay to you and what 
they keep for themselves. Therefore it behooves 
not only you, but the race track owners as well, 
to treat the public right. 

“*The race track owners,’ I tell them, ‘should 
furnish the public comfortable places whereat to 
witness the racing, and they should provide good 
and sanitary stables for the horses and good 
quarters for the attendants. They should also 
hang up a good share of what the public pays 
them, and when you run for that money you 
should run on the dead level. The public expects 
that for its money and it should have it.’ 


“T tell them, too, that when they cheat they 
make cheaters of the boys who know no better 
than to obey them because they are their em- 
ployers, and because they are grown men. ‘Thus,’ 
I tell them, ‘you are responsible for the sins of 
others. That is why you are not having any 
luck, and that is why you cannot expect to get 
anywhere permanenily.’ 

“Tt all gets back to the old, old sayings, ‘hon- 
esty is the best policy,’ and ‘a square deal for

BY-PRODUCT 


OM one of our California subscribers, THE 

BLOOD-HORSE is in receipt of the following: 
“Reading the interesting and instructive articles 
in your late issue pertaining to the care, feeding 
and developing of our ‘future greats’, brought 
back to memory a remark made many years ago, 
by a gentleman who at that time was regarded 
as a trainer and conditioner of the very highest 
repute. 


“The circumstances that brought about the re- 
mark were as follows. The writer at the time 
was connected with quite a pretentious establish- 
ment, that generally wintered in the South, open- 
ing the season at Memphis, then Fair Grounds 
(St. Louis), from there to Washington Park 
(Chicago), thence to Monmouth Park to remain 
during Eastern racing. While at St. Louis, W. 
O’B. McDonough, of California, had a dispersal 
sale, my people purchasing a couple of 2-year- 
olds and the remainder of the hay left on hand 
(which amounted to possibly two tons). During 
the Monmouth meeting one evening, on visiting 
the village of Eatontown, I met a group com- 
posed of John Duffy (for years Superintendent 
of Fair Grounds), a reporter on The Spirit of the 
Times (Major Rust, I think was the name), and 
Dave Boyle, of the firm of Boyle & Littlefield. 
On approach, Mr. Duffy inquired of me if I had 
figured up what the California hay stood us after 
all the shipments. I replied I had not, but judged 
it run somewhere about $50.00 per ton. The 
Major cut in by saying, ‘My heavens, you can’t 
afford to feed horses stuff that runs up into 
money like that’. Those that recall Mr. Boyle, a 
man of giant stature, very brusque and short 
spoken, can picture him as he thundered out, 
‘Yes, man, feed ’em solid gold, if it will make 
‘em win, and they’ll pay it back with interest 
the very first crack out of the box.’”’ 


| the course of an Associated Press dispatch 
from Chicago March 22, Judge Eberhardt is 
quoted at having said that all business in a city 
so big and busy as is Chicago should be done by 
motor, and that firms that still use horse power 
for delivery service are impeding speedy delivery 
and the modern manner. We are wondering what 
will be the reaction of the Horse Association of 
America to this declaration from the bench. We 
can imagine Wayne Dinsmore giving this Chi- 
cago judge some salient facts about the economy 
of delivery by horses from house to house in 
Chicago and other great cities, and we believe 
Mr. Dinsmore is capable of convincing Judge 
Eberhardt that there actually is more speed to be 
had where horses are used for short hauls. There 
is, you know, really such a thing as making 
haste slowly. 


E find this prophecy in The Cincinnati En- 

quirer of March 23: ‘Ninety-nine and forty- 
four one hundreds of all Americans have a de- 
sire to take a trip to Cuba in the winter time. 
Returning travelers tell that it is as good as go- 
ing to any European countries without all the 
discomforts. He who goes once always wants 
to return, so this alone will keep the Havana 
race course alive. Watch Havana over a course 
of the next ten years and see if winter racing 
conditions are not greatly improved.” 
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ODDS AND ENDS 
By OLD ROSEBUD 

ERBY gossip is getting away to an early 

start this season. Dedicate is going right 
along in his preparation and if that old knee 
trouble doesn’t crop up again he will be one to 
reckon with for the old classic. Tom Kearney is 
holding him at 10. Desert Light and Sarazen II 
are quite the most advanced in their training of 
any candidates quartered in Kentucky. They are 
doing everything asked of them in a manner sug- 
gesting they could “go to the races” on short 
notice. Mr. Kearney is laying 10 to 1 against 
Desert Light and 20 to 1 against Sarazen II. He 
has High Foot at 10; Spinach at 15; and makes 
Gallant Fox favorite at 8. Gallant Knight re- 
cently arrived on the scene of battle looking the 
picture of health. Mr. Kearney is laying 30 to 1 
against his chances of annexing the winner’s por- 
tion. The St. Louis bookmaker laid 100 to 1 
against Sir Johren and 40 to 1 against Broadway 
Limited. 

According to my figures these two should be 
just the reverse. Let’s see, Sir Johren started 
10 times and won three races; was once second 
and once third, winning a total of $3,085. He 
beat Crazy Coot at even weights and trimmed so 
good a filly as Flying Gal, giving her eight pounds 
actual weight. He will soon be quartered at the 
Downs course to finish his preparation for the 
race, so rest assured he is intended. In the West- 
chester Futurity at Belmont he finished fifth in 
a field of 17, running a good even race all the 
way. Broadway Limited started five times last 
season and was never closer than sixth, drawing 
a perfect blank. I know most of Man o’ War's 
get improve over their 2-year-old form, but he 
could do a lot of improving and still fall short 
of championship class. Another thing, he re- 
sembles Man o’ War less than any of his get. In 
conformation he doesn’t look the part of a 
Thoroughbred of fine breeding. 

If any grandson of Fair Play heads the list 
of this season’s 3-year-olds, I think Crazy Coot 
will be that colt. Track conditions do not bother 
him, and he was shown an inclination to go a 
route. Crazy Coot started four times at two, 
won once, was second twice and piled up a total 
of $26,140. He was put aside as early as lasi 
June; just why, I am in no position to say. In 
Mr. Kearney’s book he is 50 to 1—-fair enough. 

Flying Heels is quoted at 10. Reports from the 
East are to the effect that he has not grown 
much taller over the winter months, but has 
filled out considerably and is taking to his train- 
ing with all of his last season’s vim. Actual 
figures show him to be a better prospect than 
Gallant Fox, but the latter has trimmed Desert 
Light at a mile, giving the son of Wildair five 
pounds and running the distance in 1:38. That’s 
quite an accomplishment, as anyone who saw 
Desert Light win the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes can testify. Gallant Fox, Desert Light, 
Spinach and Flying Heels won at distances of a 
mile or slightly over at two and seemed the sort 
to get a mile and one quarter this May, but ex- 
perience has taught me that one cannot rely on 
those mile races at two as indicative of how far 
a horse is going at three. Current, Rip Rap, 
Canter, High Sirung, Wise Counsellor, Tryster, 
etc., looked just the same sort as those mentioned 
above, but I don’t think they ever fancied a mile 
and a quarter. 

Do not overlook the fact that Mr. Zeigler has 
Gone Away nominated for the Derby. He is 4 
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big chestnut son of the speedy Runantell. Gone 
Away wasn’t raced much last season as his con- 
nections did not care to take any chances of im- 
pairing his growth and strength. He started six 
times; winning twice, second twice, and third 
once. The least said about his race with Boojum 
and Whichone, the better. He ran six furlongs 
in 1:11 on a “straightaway”; was winning easily, 
or he would have bettered that time. He couid 
make Polydor level in their morning trials, ac- 
cording to Eastern clockers. Mr. Kearney is 
quoting him at 20, 10 and 5. 
* * 

LONG comes Siskin to promptly bear me out 

in my contention that Epinard sires speed 
and class. Siskin was known to be very fast 
long before his debut. He is the property of the 
Nevada Stock Farm Stable and is from Ruddy 
Light, by *Honeywood; therefore he is a half- 
brother to the Kentucky Derby candidate, Flying 
Fast, property of the same stable. Siskin ran the 
five furlongs of the Agua Caliente Futurity in 
1:01 4-5 and easily beat some rather speedy 
youngsters in winning. He seems as good a 
prospect as did Master Charlie or Flying Heels at 
a corresponding time of their careers. In my 
humble estimation Epinard is due to rank right 
along with Man o’ War, *Sir Gallahad III and 
High Time as a sire. I might add that Bubbling 
Over seems destined to break into that select 
class this very season. Some very complimentary 
reports are going the rounds anent the abilities 
of certain of the sons of Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
“favorite horse.” The Fair Stable boasts a colt 
from his loins that trainer A. B. Gordon likes 
very much. The Greentree Stable has another 
which is out of that splendid mare Humanity and 
will be known to racing as Laughing Boy. This 
colt is the very “spit” of his famous sire and is, 
according to reports, a most promising young- 
ster. Colonel Bradley has several 2-year-old sons 
and daughters of Bubbling Over that seem quite 
promising. 

I make several visits each year to all the 
leading breeding establishments located at Lex- 
ington, and right here is a good opportunity to 
tell my readers that Colonel Bradley’s and Mr. 
Whitney’s racers are as well grown as any in 
this country, perhaps in the world. If a novice 
were to visit all the farms in the Blue Grass 
region and compare the yearlings seen at many 
of the establishments with the colts and fillies 
seen at the farms of the two great sportsmen 
named above, he would, if asked for an opinion, 
very likely say their yearlings were a sorry- 
looking lot in point of bulk and beauty, and 
evince a decided preference for those colts reared 
at various other establishments. But, as a matter 
of fact, to the experienced horseman there is 
much quality and beauty in“ those gangling 
yearlings seen at Idle Hour and the Whitney 
Farm. By summer of their 2-year-old form the 
contrast in size and beauty, and what is of more 
importance, in quality and conformation, isn’t so 
noticeable. If anything, it is in favor of the 
Bradley and Whitney-bred colts and fillies. The 
youngsters reared for the sales-ring will have 
trained down and those reared to race in their 
owners’ colors will have developed with the 
work. 

I much prefer the methods of those sportsmen 
who breed and raise their colts with the view of 
racing them in their own colors. The damage 


brought about by forced growth is probably as 
bad as that effected by the early racing of 2- 
year-olds. 


But the market breeders have sold 
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many fine racers and early racing has seen several 
champions, as a glance at the names of the great 
colts sold at the Saratoga sales, and such as 
Toro, Master Charlie, Black Gold and many 
others, will disclose, but I think they were good 
in spite of those things rather than because of 
them. 
* * + 
* URBAR II is another which sires an abund- 
ance of speed. I understand there are 
several of his first crop, since his importation to 
this country, that are runners of parts. He isa 
particularly well-bred horse and should furnish 
a stout outcross when mated with our native 
mares. He won the English Derby in the colors 
of the late H. B. Duryea in 1914. In addition to 
that great fixture he won four stakes at one and 
one-quarter miles in France and would probably 
have accomplished more on the Turf had not 
his racing career been shortened by the World 
War. He is the sire of many stakes winners, and 
of the dams of stakes winners. *Durbar II’s 
dam, Armenia, was by *Meddler and was out of 
Urania, by Hanover, she out of Wanda, of which 
I have spoken before. Wanda was a superlative 
mare when viewed from any angle. She could 
go out of her class and defeat the colts and has 
established a family inferior to none. “Durbar 
II is by Rabelais, one of the best sires that ever 
stood in France. The latter died, at a ripe old 
age, a short time ago, after what I consider the 
most idiotic experimental operation to which a 
horse was ever subjected. I should think *Durbar 
II would meet with a goodly measure of success 
in this country if bred to mares carrying an 
abundance of Domino blood. He will have plenty 
of opportunities as, very fortunately, there are 
many mares of this potent blood. 
A moment’s retrospection, in an effort to jus- 
tify this theory, proves that it hinges mainly on 


the performances of Pandera, the great Whitney. 


filly. She was by the stalwart Peter Pan (Domi- 
no) and out of Dendera, by Rabelias. Pandera’s 
great triumphs thrilled the racegoing public in 
1926 and 1927. She had a flight of speed the 
like of which is seldom seen and this, coupled 
with gamecock courage and weight carrying 
ability, placed her at the top rung of the filly 
ladder. This daughter of sociable old Peter Pan 
had more to recommend her than the racing 
ability with which she cemented her bonds to 
greatness. She captivated the hearts of all who 
saw her perform by her queenly appearance and 
regal manner. 

Yo Tambien had nothing on her in that respect; 
Pandera looked and was a mare fit to run if a 
man’s life hung in the balance. I shall never 
forget the picture she presented as she stood in 
the paddock at Churchill Downs, awaiting the 
resonant notes of “Boots and Saddle” to throw 
down the gauge for the Kentucky Oaks of 1927. 
Freddie Hopkins, her trainer, was standing at 
her sleek, brown side and most of the Downs 
trainers had gathered close to catch a glimpse 
of this “Amazon.” They either grew enthusias- 
tic anent her “points” or gazed thereon in mute 
admiration according to their different natures. 
The mare stood quietly and, pricking her dainty 
ears, looked out over their heads with that “look 
of eagles” in her eyes. 

Mere words cannot describe her appearance 
of embodying all things courageous or her ele- 
gant conformation. Never before or since has 
this generation seen such a perfectly formed filly; 
beside her Artful, Beldame, Rose of Sharon, Imp, 
Miss Woodford and all the rest would stack up 


like a 1915 model Ford beside a late model Rolls 
Royce. “No foolin’,” those who weren’t fortu- 
nate enough to have seen her have missed some- 
thing. I have never seen a picture of her, but 
a good one portraying her in racing condition 
would be valuable in that it would show precise- 
ly, and could well be entitled, “What a race- 
mare should look like.” 


Whenever I think of high class and perfectly 
formed racemares, Pandera comes instinctively 
to mind and is hard to dismiss for any reminis- 
cence regarding another. She was the idol of the 
masses and her followers were legion. However, 
we should contemplate all racers, even those we 
admire vastly without illusion or prejudice. I 
think this attitude can and should be maintained 
by all writers. It may be done without stifling 
the emotions of love or admiration. This latter 
we should endeavor to keep alive, for without 
those things we think of and see as beautiful and 
lovely in our various walks of life, how is it worth 
living ?

AMES F. O’HARA, a ruling spirit at Bowie, 
has been pursued by an illness for more than 
a year. Due to his ill health this capable offi- 
cial was forced to tender his resignation to that 
racing body several days ago. His absence will 
be keenly felt by his associates and many friends.

O’Hara’s resignation.

HE Churchill Downs horse colony has been 
greatly enlarged during the past few days by 
the arrival of the strings of former Senator J. N. 
Camden, in charge of trainer Danny Stewart; 
the French Lick Springs Stable, in charge of 
Bryant Ott; the. Western division of the Audley 
Farm Stable, in charge of trainer Kay Spence, 
and the Whitney racers under the supervision of 
trainer Mose Goldblatt, have just arrived from 
New Orleans after a successful campaign at the 
Jefferson Park and Fair Grounds tracks, Thanks 
to the fairly open winter, those trainers who 
wintered at the Louisville tracks have their 
charges farther advanced in training than is 
usual at this time. 
* * * 
AN KENNEDY, agent for the large Coughlin 
outfit, is elated over the manner in which 
Roguish Eye is going along in his training this 
season. It is the concensus of opinion among 
horsemen throughout the country that this is a 
much better racer than he has been able to prove. 
In view of the disabilities which kept him from 
performing to his proper “notch” at two and 
prevented him getting to the post at three, his 
is a fine record. Mr. Keennedy expressed the 
opinion that if Athford, conqueror of Reigh Count 
in the Ascot Gold Cup, is brought to this coun- 
try to contest for the International Special at 
Chicago this summer, that he (Athford) will be 
soundly beaten by Roguish Eye. Frankly, I 
entertained grave doubts as to his being anything 
to become excited about until I saw him fully 
extended recently. His action is unexcelled by 
that of any horse it has been my pleasure to see 
in racing stride. Roguish Eye runs very low to 
the ground and simply flies, with powerful fric- 
tionless strides. I’ve heard a lot concerning 
poetry of motion in various horses’ racing 
strides, but I never saw it better exemplified 
than by this son of Flittergold. 
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WARM STABLE’S VICTORIAN WINS RICH AGUA CALIENTE HANDICAP 


HE expected happened. That indefinable 
quality commonly designated as “class” as- 
serted itself at Agua Caliente race course Sun- 
day, March 23, and the Warm Stable’s 5-year-old 
old bay horse, Victorian, by Whisk Brom II, out 
of Prudery, by Peter Pan, carrying the highest 
weight (126 pounds), trained 
and saddled by J. Tommy 
Taylor, and ridden by George 
Ellis, easily won the Agua 
Caliente Handicap, doing the 
one mile and a quarter in 
2:03 1-5, a new record for 
the course. There were 14 
starters and the gross value 
of the race was $124,700, of 
which the winner’s portion 
was $98,400. 

This places Victorian third 
in the list of leading money 
winning Thoroughbreds in 
America, the rank being 
Zev, $313,630; Display, $256,- 
376 and Victorian, $252,775. 
It will require earnings of 
$60,856 additional to make 
Victorian the leader of the 
money winners. 

At the finish of the race 
Victorian was two lengths 
in front of Alexander Pan- 
tages (brown horse, 5, by 
Bon Homme—Peggy Martin, 
by Martinet), owned by Allo 


Victorian was bred by Harry Payne Whitney 
and last spring was sold by him to Messrs. Silas 
B. Mason, owner of Duntreath Farm, Lexington, 
Ky.; W. Arnold Hanger, owner of Arlington 
Farm, Richmond, Ky., and Messrs. John Watts 
and John Pratt, who are identified with the great 


Carrodlo Stable, Los Angeles, 


trained by W. B. Finnigan, 4 
ridden by Frank Coltiletti, at 

105 pounds, and the second horse’s portion of the 
stakes was $9,000. The third horse at the finish, 
another length back, was Rancocas Stable’s 
(Harry F. Sinclair’s) Donnay (bay colt, 4, by 
*Donnocona — Kiwanah, by *The Curragh), 
trained by Frank M. Taylor and ridden by E. 
Steffen, at 111 pounds, and third money was 
$4,500. There was fourth money of $1,500, and 
this went to Messrs. W. C. & E. W. Reichert, of 
Chicago, owners of My Dandy (chestnut gelding, 
5, by *Porte Drapeau—Scepter and Staff, by 
Colin), trained by J. Carter and ridden by T. 
Luther at 110 pounds. The remaining $10,000 of 
the stakes went $5,000 each to Trainer Taylor 
and Jockey Ellis. 


The other ten starters in the order in which 
they finished were Longus, 95; Brown Wisdom, 
119; Uluniu, 102; Scimitar, 105; Listo, 105; 
Trieze, 104; Naishapur, 111; Wirt G. Bowman, 
97; Calf Roper, 104, and Dowagiac, 111. 

Brown Wisdom, one of the choices, made the 
running the first six furlongs, where Victorian 
took command and Brown Wisdom faded out of 
contention. Through the last four furlongs Vic- 
torian led gallantly, and his rider was not re- 
quired to do more than to steadily guide the fly- 
ing horse from Kentucky. Alexander Pantages, 
the surprize of the race, and the game Donnay 
made determined bids for the chief end of the 
prize, but they were not equal to the task of 
even getting to Victorian.

SPRINGTIME ACTIVITY. 


OW that the racing season in the South is so 

rapidly approaching its end as to be all over 
this week, men and horses have been arriving at 
Lexington and Louisville for the past several 
days to join the stay-at-homes in preparation for 
the sport which is to begin at Lexington April 
17 under the auspices of the Kentucky Associa- 
tion, Stephen Sewell Combs, president; Thomas 
s. Scott, general manager, and Miss M. Louise 
Wilson, secretary. 


Horses wintered at Lexington, and at Louis- 
ville, as well, were perhaps never more forward 
than now. The home prepared horses usually 
get a goodly share of the purses at the Kentucky 
Association’s spring meetings, but we shouldn’t 
be surprised if the visitors will find them harder 
to whip than usual. All of which indicates that 
good racing may be expected by the patrons of 
the old track. 

Because it appears to be more than ordinarily 
open—because there is no outstanding candidate 
for it—the Kentucky Derby, to be decided at 
Churchill Downs, Saturday, May 17, is claiming 
unusual attention this season, and every one of 
the 150 eligibles is being watched with keenest 
scrutiny. The times of trials, no matter how 
trivial, nor how slow, are published in daily news- 
papers in the racing centers, and the reason for 
this is the public’s desire for them as aids in the 
formation of opinion about the probable winner. 

As usual, there will be races at Lexington in 
which several of the Derby eligibles may be seen 
under colors and it may fall out—though it is 
exceedingly doubtful—that the winner of the 
coveted event may be one trained at Lexington. 


MR. HANCOCK’S MOTHER EXPIRES. 


Arthur B. Hancock returned to his home at 
Paris, Ky., March 20, after a sad visit to Ellerslie, 
Charlottesville, Va. His sweet and venerable 
mother, the widow of Captain R. J. Hancock, 
founder of the Ellerslie Stud of Thoroughbreds, 
had died on the previous Friday and was buried 
in the family cemetery at Ellerslie, Sunday, 
March 16. 

Mrs. Hancock was born at Ellerslie in 1845 and 
was the daughter of John Overton Harris and 
Barbara Terrell Harris. Her father was born in 
1794 and served in the war of 1812. Her husband 
was a captain in the Confederate Army. He was 
wounded at the Battle of Winchester, again at 
the second Battle of Manassas, and also at Get- 
tysburg. Captain Hancock served in General 
“Dick” Taylor’s brigade, afterwards with Hayes’ 
brigade, and with Stonewall Jackson until his 
death, and then served with General Jubal A. 
Early until the end of the war. 

Captain Hancock commenced breeding Thor- 
oughbred horses at Ellerslie soon after the war 
and owned, amongst others, Eolus, *Charaxus 
and *Fatherless. He bred, amongst others, Eole, 
St. Savior, Eon, Russell, Diablo, Eolian; Morello 
(this latter in co-partnership with W. Charles 
Hardy) and many other good horses. Arthur B. 
Hancock became associated with his father in 
the breeding of Thoroughbreds and after his 
death carried on at Ellerslie, where he continues 
a stud with the good sire *Wrack at its head as 
the worthy successor of the great Celt, though 
he has built up a larger and greater stud at 
Claiborne, near Paris, since his marriage to Miss 
Nancy Clay, and his removal to Kentucky. Mrs. 


Hancock is survived by four sons and two 
daughters.

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FRENCH PATRONAGE ASSURED. 

S a sequel to the recent investigation by 
A France into the horse breeding industry in 
Ireland, The Irish Times (Dublin) is informed by 
its correspondent in Paris that “the advisory 
committee on racing attached to the French 
Ministry of Agriculture is recommending that 
strains relied on to maintain the breed of blood- 
stock at a high level in France should be 
strengthened by paying more attention to im- 
porting Irish-bred animals, especially brood 
mares, but also colts of Irish origin giving 
promise of making racing history in France, and 
subsequently going to stud. 

“The French national stud will give effect at 
once to the recommendations, and the official 
buyers proceeding to sales in England and Ire- 
land will receive instructions to buy for the State 
in accordance with these views, while the railway 
companies are to be invited to provide facilities 
for the transport to France for the sales of the 
French Tattersalls, suitable Irish products, and 
Irish breeders will be invited through the usual 
channels to send suitable ‘lots’ to these sales this 
year.” 


EARLIER PUBLICATION. 


AVING recently revised the rules of racing, 

the Irish Turf Club has approved the new 
code. The most important change provides that 
in future runners must be declared by 12 o’clock 
on the day before the race is due to take place. 
For races taking place on a Monday, or any day 
following a bank holiday, all declarations must 
be made on the day previous to such day. Thus 
the certain starters with their probable jockeys 
can be published in the morning papers on the 
day of the race in future in Ireland, as is done 
in America. 

Another important change is an order making 
the use of the Peard Patent Gate, or other simi- 
lar gate approved by the stewards, compulsory 
in all races of one mile or under. 


EASTER HERO 

IR LINDSAY will carry the colors of John 

S Hay Whitney in the Grand National Steeple- 

chase, at Liverpool Friday of this week. Easter 

Hero, due to lameness, was officially withdrawn 

March 24. The race now is very open. Grackle 
and Sir Lindsay are favorites at 100 to 8. 


It has been announced that “win, lose or draw,” 
Easter Hero would be through in England after 
the Grand National and would come to this coun- 
try to be fitted for racing at Belmont Park and 
Saratoga and perhaps at Pimlico. In this con- 
nection it is interesting to record what a Turf 
commentator has to say in The News of the World 
(London) about the pedigree of this wonderful 
Irish-bred jumper, as follows: 

“The pedigree of Easter Hero is of wide inter- 
est. It has been held by enthusiastic admirers 
of the pure-bred Arab horse that although bred 
in a country where a horse is not called upon to 
display special ability in jumping, not only do 
most Arab horses become rapidly proficient in 
that art, but they seem to transmit this charac- 
teristic to their descendants, whether of true 
A~ah breed or not. Now Easter Hero is by My 
Prince (bv Marcovil, sire of Hurry On) out of 
Easter Week, a mare not in the Stud Book, but, 


as Miss Prior tells us in the last volume of the 
H. B. Stud Book, Easter Week is by Outbreak, 
her dam by Enthusiast out of a mare by Rob 
Roy, and so tracing back to Arab Maid, founder 
of the Arab Maid H. B. family. 


“Arab Maid herself was brea in Ireland, and 
her dam was said to be an Arab mare bought 
out of a circus. She (Arab Maid) was originally 
named St. Canice. She seems to have been a 
fairly versatile performer, and began by winning 
a 50sovs plate for H. B. Hunters at Howth, and 
was afterwards sold for 55sovs. 

“Then she won two flat races, the Turf Club 
Sweepstakes, and another hurdle race in 1857, 
a 90sovs flat race at the Curragh, the Kildare 
Hunt Club Cup by 20 lengths, carrying 180 Ibs., 
and a gold challenge cup, three miles, at the 
Kilcock Steeplechases. 

“Most of her produce and their descendants 
were winners either on the flat or over a country, 
and it seems only fair to assume that it is from 
the old circus mare that Easter Hero is largely 
indebted for the qualities we have so often had 
occasion to aamire when watching Mr. J. H. 
Whitney’s brilliant ’chaser negotiating fence after 
fence with marvelous ease and certainty.” 


IROQUOIS 


OMMENTING that Andrew G. Leonard, of 

Lexington, “in his long association on the 
Turf as a racing official and race correspondent 
probably knows the breeding of more horses and 
the places where they were bred than any man 
in America,” The Cincinnati Enquirer publishes 
the following from his pen and thanks him for 
the correction: 

“I have seen in The Enquirer to the effect that 
Iroquois, the only American horse to win the 
English Derby, was bred by Mrs. L. A. Livings- 
ton, “The Queen Mary of Canadian horsewomen.’ 

“The Enquirer being the best sporting sheet in 
America, if not in the world, I take the liberty 
of correcting an error that could not have orig- 
inated in the office of that paper. 

“Iroquois was bred by Aristides Welch at 
Erdenheim, near Philadelphia, and was sold as a 
yearling to the late Pierre Lorillard, who sent 
the horse to England, where he won the Derby 
as well as the St. Leger. 

“He was returned to this country and put in 
the stud at Rancocas Farm in New Jersey (now 
owned by Harry F. Sinclair), where he remained 
for several years, when he was sold by auction 
and was bought by the late General William H. 
Jackson, of Belle Meade Farm, near Nashville. 
Iroquois died at Belle Meade. Mrs. L. A. Liv- 
ingston was, some years after the return of Iro- 
quois to America and after the horse had been 
taken to Belle Meade, the owner of Rancocas 
Farm, Pierre Lorillard having left it to her in his 
will. She has been a successful breeder in 
Canada for many years, but did not breed Iro- 
quois, and doubtless never saw him until the 
horse was taken to Rancocas, where she was a 
frequent visitor and later the owner of the 
noted breeding establishment.” 


JUDGE MACFARLAN’S LETTER 


ECENTLY there was published in The Times- 
Picayune (New Orleans) a letter from Judge 
Malcom N. MacFarlan, together with William 
McG. Keefe’s comment, which the veteran racing 
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official has requested THE BLOOD-HORSE to repro- 
duce, as follows: 

“Judge Malcom N. MacFarlan, veteran racing 
official, sends a letter to the sports editor of The 
Times-Picayune asking to have the impression 
corrected that he was in any way to blame for 
the wrong placing of the horses in the A. B. Dade 
Memorial Handicap which was run at the Fair 
Grounds January 11. 

“Since Mr. MacFarlan’s release as a placing 
judge the next day and the publication of news 
of that change made it appear he was to blame, 
it is only just that his side of the matter be made 
public. Here is his letter: 

“New Orleans, La., Feb. 22, 1930. 

“Wm. McG. Keefe, Sporting Editor, Times- 
Picayune. 

“Dear Sir—Feeling that you want to be fair 
and just, and as I am one of the placing judges 
let out without a hearing by the Louisiana Jockey 
Club, I thought you might want to know the facts 
about the placing or the misplacing of the finish 
of the A. B. Dade Memorial Handicap on the 11th 
of January. 

“Mr. Joseph McLennan is the head of the rac- 
ing department and acted as the presiding judge 
of this race. It was a close finish and he seemed 
to get excited. He told Cary the numbers to 
flash. They were 5, Paul Bunyan; 6, Tantivy; 3, 
Disturb, and after Conkling insisted Donnay was 
right there, he gave him fourth position. 

“This race started and finished at the sixteenth 
pole, right in front of the clubhouse. 

“I did not get the horses as he placed them. 
I called 5, Paul Bunyan; 8, Donnay; 4, Old Slip; 
3, Disturb. These four were all I placed in the 
race and I did not know where McLennan got 
the 6 that he placed second. But I suppose it 
was the 8 that he called the ‘6.’ I called the 
horses the way I caught them. The only atten- 
tion he paid to me was that he insisted that Dis- 
turb was third, and not Old Slip. They were 
close and as Conkling insisted Donnay was right 
there he put him fourth, and that let Old Slip out 
of the money. 

“This race was run Saturday, the 11th. Sun- 
day the 12th, Mr. Conkling called me over the 
phone and told me he was over at my home two 
or three times that day but I was out. He asked 
me to come over to see him which I did. He told 
me he and McLennan were worried about the plac- 
ing of the A. B. Dade Handicap. I told him it 
was not worrying me, and if I was questioned I 
would tell who placed the horses in that race. 

“The next morning, Monday, January 13, about 
8 o’clock, when I got out of my car, just back 
of the paddock, Colonel Sullivan got out of his 
car and motioned me to come to him, which I 
did. 

“He told me at once that they had decided to 
make a change in the judges, too many errors 
being made; that Cary and I would be dropped; 
but that I could continue on with my other work. 

“T told him I was not the one who placed the 
horses wrong in the Dade Memorial Handicap and 
I could not understand why I should be punished. 
I also told Colonel Sullivan that since I was no 
subject of charity, the club did not have to take 
care of me. I then went over to Joe McLennan’s 
office and told him I was losing my position for 
a mistake he had made. More than one person 
heard the conversation between Joe and me. 

“IT at once got my work in shape to turn it 
over to someone else. Yet Colonel Sullivan was 
very nice and asked me more than once to con- 
tinue on with my other work. I did not. 


“I do not want in any way to injure the Loui- 
siana Jockey Club, and if you intend to publish 
this I beg of you not to do so until after the 
Louisiana Jockey Club meeting is over. 

“You can undrestand my position. I do not 
want the records to show that I am guilty of 
something that I did not do.

AGAMORE FARM, embracing 250 acres of 

very rolling land, in the Worthington Valley, 
near Glyndon, Maryland, is the property of Mrs. 
Charles Minot Amory, daughter of Captain Isaac 
E. Emmerson, of Baltimore, and is headquarters 
for her Sagamore Stable of Thoroughbreds, 
trained by J. H. (Bud) Stotler. 

The center of activities at Sagamore Farm is 
the stable of 52 stalls built into a covered track 
one-quarter mile in circumference, as shown in 
the panorama picture herewith. There are many 
windows, so that there is an abundance of light 
and air. Each stall is fully and modernly 
equipped. On the track, oil is used to keep down 
dust when the horses are at exercise under cover. 
When the days are good, the sand track of six 
furlongs, at the left of the covered track, is 
used. 

This outside track has a chute equipped with 
starting stalls, from which the horses are 
schooled adequately before going to the races. 
There is an enclosed stand from which the 
owner and trainer can observe the work of the 
horses. 

The track and the barn occupy level ground, 
but the paddocks, of which there are twelve, are 
on hillsides, and are well drained, as is the entire 
farm. The place has several springs, but this 
is augmented by water piped from a distance 
into reservoirs at the stable and in the paddocks. 

The house in the center of the court, as seen 
in the picture, has downstairs a blacksmith shop, 


laundry, room for cooking mashes for the horses 
and for the power plant. Upstairs are sleeping 
quarters and assembly room for the exercise 
boys. The white men in the organization live in 
the house at the right in the picture, and there 
also are the dining rooms. The Negro men have 
their quarters in the house at the left. Besides 
trainer Stotler, there are thirty people employed

ent, four farmers, three cooks, a stable agent, 
blacksmith, night watchman, stable foreman, ten 
grooms, Johnny Bejshak and seven exercise 
boys.

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THE OLD HEROES 


By OLD ROSEBUD 

ID you know that there are sons of Hermis 
D standing in Belgium; of Oversight, Irish Lad 
and Yankee standing in France; of Hamburg 
standing in Cuba or Porto Rico and a descendant 
of Lexington in tail male standing in the United 
States? They are merely the fragments of ap- 
parently irretrievably lost dynasties. Lantados is 
the descendant of Lexington, and he goes back 
through the long-bodied Norfolk. The latter was 
the swiftest of all of Lexington’s sons. Others 
of “The Immortal’s” get, notably Asteroid, Ken- 
tucky, Kingfisher, Harry Bassett and Monarchist 
also had what in those days was termed electric 
speed. Kentucky was probably the best distance 
runner of the bunch. Lexington was a red bay 
with black points and white pasterns all around. 
He had a long barrel, wasp waist, was deep 
through the heart, and had powerful though not 
overly large quarters. His extended racing stride 
was smooth, fox-like and deceptive—deceptive in 
that one would not imagine he was running with 
any great speed, when he was in reality shatter- 
ing all previous records. His son Monarchist was 
M. H. Sanford’s favorite racer. Mr. Sanford 
stated just before his death that his greatest mis- 
take was that he had not, as a rule, trained his 
colts as 2-year-olds and that had Monarchist 
been raced at that age he would have matured 
and raced better than he did. He resembled 
Lexington more than any of his get. In action 
he moved as closely to the ground as did Ham- 
burg and with a steadiness that wore down his 
fields, but as a sire his was no better fortune 
than the rest of Levity’s descendants. There was 
always considerable rivalry between the friends 
of Lexington and those of *Leamington. Some 
cherished the notion *Leamington’s stock was 
superior to that of “The Blind Hero of Wood- 
burn,” and rated Enquirer, Longfellow, Eolus, 
Aristides, Parole, Iroquois, Sensation, Onondaga 
and Reform higher than the best of Lexington’s. 
The latter’s friends were eternally urging that 
Aristides, Parole, Enquirer, Onondaga and Sen- 
sation were all out of Lexington mares. The 
*Leamingtons did have an edge as sires. Long- 
fellow and Iroquois (he out of the celebrated 
Maggie B. B.) became premier sires. None of 
the Lexingtons were sires of the first water. 

Iroquois was, to my mind, the best of either 
sire’s stock. He went to England as a yearling 
and was good enough to win their Derby. Iro- 
quois had the indefinable something called “color’’ 
to a marked degree. As a yearling he could and 
did outrun and outfight any colt on the vast 
Erdenheim Farm. He would grasp a cornstalk 
between his teeth and go among his playmates 
challenging them to joust with him over this 
commonplace piece de resistance, and woe to him 
that dared accept. Iroquois was patterned on 
that long-lost race horse type; rangy, racy and 
with unsurpassable grace and quality over all. 

Sensation was the property of George Lorrilard 
and was thought to be a good ’un long before 
his debut. He was a big, strong colt. His only 
physical defects were his small contracted feet. 
His first start was in the Juvenile, which was, I 
believe, run at Jerome Park. Im that race he 
proved he wasn’t overrated. He never lost a 
race, and yet he was sluggish and came near 
being lipped out of the Nursery when Ferncliffe 
closed on him. 

Those old time cracks could run a little. Long- 
fellow, the Harper’s giant striding son of Leam- 


ington, could run a few quarters around :23 3-4 
and six furlongs in 1:12. What an age of breed- 
ing for speed, revising training methods and 
changing track conditions to gain that end is 
represented in the matter of two or three seconds. 
The difference seems a comparatively slight re- 
ward for the years of worry, diligence and per- 
severance of our horsemen. All to attain more 
speed; but that is the first requisite of a success- 
ful racer and when accompanied by class it spells 
greatness. Visit any racecourse during the 
training hours and you will find the backstretch 
infested with “watch” trainers and “clockers.” 
But the most successful and more experienced 
trainers will tell you it isn’t only the time, but 
the way they did it that spells greatness. Handi- 
capping horses by the watch alone is sure to 
prove disastrous. One must also take into con- 
sideration the way they handle weight and 
various other things that indicate their true class. 
* * 

ND what racing stables ever housed so many 
A cracks in the same number of years as those 
oc James R. Keene and Dwyer Brothers? The 
latter gentlemen owned, among others, Bramble, 
Luke Blackburn, Hindoo, the white faced Onon- 
daga, the pretty Runnymede, George Kinney, 
Hanover, Miss Woodford, Panique, Richmond, 
Tremont (which could make Hanover look like 
a common hack in their trials), Dewdrop, Pon- 
tiac, Kingston, Sir Dixon and Longstreet. Mr. 
Keene had Colin, Celt (he thought Celt was bet- 
ter than Colin, but not for long), Sysonby, Dom- 
ino, Commando, Cap and Bells, and a whole 
“passel” almost as good. Those two outfits made 
the trainers wish they would “scatter them 
blows.” Hard to say which of those stables held 
the most powerful hand at racing, but Mr. Keene 
had several of the “super-horse” brand. Tremont 
might have been just as good, and Kingston was 
the original “tough” horse. Mr. Keene’s horses 
exerted the most influence on our bloodstock. 
The various lines to Domino have been extenu- 
ated to the present day by one champion after 
another in rapid succession. 


CLEM VISITS SPRINGDALE 


OGGING back to New York from Miami on 

rubber tires, Clem McCarthy’s route lay 
through Camden, S. C., which he reached on 
March 16, after Aiken, and here is what he sent 
in to The Morning Telegraph (New York) by 
wire that night: ‘Camden is another spot in the 
Carolinas devoted to the horse. This town of 
Camden is, according to the census, somewhat 
smaller than Aiken, but because Ernest L. Wood- 
ward, Leroy, N. Y., manufacturer and foxhunting 
enthusiast, happened to choose it for his winter 
home, Camden boasts what is already one of the 
largest steeplechase courses in the world and 
what may eventually become one of the finest. 

“The course, known as the Springdale, lies not 
much more than a mile from the heart of this 
attractive winter resort. As yet it has no grand- 
stand—a paddock and stables are its only build- 
ings. There is no fence around it; the townsfolk 
and the tourists at the hotel are welcome to wit- 
ness the racing programs given every three or 
four weeks. They come mostly in automobiles, 
scores on horseback, many in carriages and bug- 
gies, not a few afoot. 

“Springdale is really three courses, one of the 
three miles over timber fences, a second of two 
miles over brush and a third of one mile. Enough 
of its inner course obstacles are portable to per- 
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mit removal when a race is run on the flat. As 
at John McEntee Bowman’s Westchester-Bilt- 
more steeplechase course up in Rye, the horses 
gallop to the right on the three-mile or outer 
course. 

“Most of the obstacles are of the rail and post 
or brush variety. As yet the course contains no 
water jump, no liverpool nor any ditches. These 
may be added later.

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DERBY TALK 


F the 150 eligibles (New Broom’s mail de- 

layed nomination made it 150) to the Ken- 
tucky Derby, 27 are in training at Louisville, 
and of the 27 only one, Harry Payne Whitney’s 
_Niato, is a filly. Desert Light and Sarazen II, 
which are being conditioned by Alex Gordon for 
Mrs. Graham Fair Vanderbilt, mistress of the 
Fair Stable, are the only two at Douglas Park. 
The others are at Churchill Downs. J. D. Robin- 
son, who has been looking them over for 
The Herald-Post (Louisville) had this comment 
in the issue of March 21: 

“At present Desert Light seems to have the 
edge on the other Derby eligibles in advanced 
preparation and as he is destined to race at the 
Jamaica meeting it is not surprising that he is 
so close to the race condition as he is. Desert 
Light outlooks his stable companion, Sarazen II, 
a mile, and if looks count for anything he will 
prove the better horse, especially over distance. 

“Sarazen II’s conformation bespeaks more of a 
sprinter than that of Desert Light, and he will 
be heard from in the short dashes on the New 
York tracks. Desert Light is liberally entered in 
Eastern and early Maryland fixtures and will be 
enabled to work his way up gradually for the 
Derby route. 

“The Audley Farm Stable’s Gallant Knight, 
winner of the Breeders’ Futurity in 1929, and a 
recent arrival from the Virginia breeding farm of 
his owner, is the picture of health. He will prove 
a formidable bid for Derby honors and a staunch 
rival for the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes win- 
ner, Desert Light, if he meets with no mishaps. 

“Sydney, Johnson N. Camden’s winner of the 
Chicago Juvenile Handicap at Hawthorne last 
summer, is the most formidable Derby candidate 
from this stable now in training at the Downs. 

“Play Ball is the Chicago-owned colt of John 
Marsch, which raced so brilliantly in Canada last 
year. He won the Hochelago Handicap at 
Montreal, was second in the Kindergarten Stakes 
at the same course and is showing beneficial ef- 
fects of his Derby preparation at this time over 
the Downs oval. 

“All Upset, winner of the Bashford Manor 
Stakes at the Downs last spring, is going well 
under saddle to represent Charles Bacharach, 
New Orleans Turfman. 

“Bellsmith, Big Stuff, Billy Champ, Chimney 
Sweep, Devlin, Dr. Billy, Hal Riley, Jack Sprat*, 
Ladrone, Maudlin, Picadome, Playchild, Playtime, 
Prince Atheling, Roll "Em Down, Sam Wool- 
dridge, Stock Market, Tea Cracker, The Senator 
and Winslow are others in training at the Downs 
which are eligible for the classic and whose im- 
provement in training or failure to show stakes 
class will find them starters or nonstarters in the 
big race on Saturday, May 17.” 


The eligibles at Lexington have done nothing, 
as yet, that would warrant one’s believing that 
any of them should be backed for the Derby.

training here. 


Vernon Sanders, in The Herald-Post, says: 
“Don't overlook Dedicate, for if he gets to the 
races fit and good he is going to be a hard 


proposition to beat.” Here it is pertinent to say 
that John S. Ward, in conversation with THE 
BLoop-HoRSE man last week averred that he is 
not pointing Dedicate for the Kentucky Derby 
especially. “I am training him with a view to 
getting him fit without hurrying him,” he said. 
“If he comes to hand naturally for that race he 
will start. Otherwise he will not go to the post. 
I feel that he is a good horse, and I want him to 
have a fair chance.”
